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BY-LAWS. 

Georgia District— Synoptical. 

1. No layman shall sit as a member of the annuel conference until re- 
gularly enrolled or until he has given satisfactory evidence of his elec- 
tion. AVhere alternates are elected the certificates of the quarterly 
conference shall so express it. 

2. Lay delegates to the annual conference shall be elected by the con- 
stitutional voters in the circuits and stations as follows, (a) Pastor shall 
notify churches at first appointment after second quarterly conference 
that at next appointment, the election of delegates to annual confer- 
ence that at next appointment, the election of delegates to annual con- 
ference will take place in each church, (d) Pastor and class-leaders shall 
superintend election but in case of absence of one or both the church shall 
appoint some person or persons to superintend election by receiving the 
tickets of all the voters. Sucn person shall then count, seal and trans- 
mit a full list of the names of voters, and number of votes given to each 
person voted for, by some one appointed by the church, to the next quar- 
terly conference. There, returns shall be opened in conference, coun- 
ted by the Chairman and Secretary assisted by two laymen. The per- 
son or persons having the highest number of votes shall be declared duly 
elected and furnished with certificates accordingly. 

In case of a tie. the member of quartrely conference shall decide elec- 
tion by a majoritr of votes: 

(c) Elegibility to vote for trustees, only members of twenty-one years 
of age. For all other officers all members. 

To hold office, trustees, men twenty-one years of age, women sole 
femme. 

Delegates to annual conference, men twenty-one years of age. 

Class leaders and Church Stewards, all members twenty-one years old. 
Sabbath School Superintendents. all members sixteen years old. 

(d) Each pastor shall forward certificate of election of lay delegates, 
to Secretary of annual conference, who shall make from same, roll of 
lay members. 

A. The conference shall never appoint any man to itinerate unless he 
expresses himself willing to labor in that capacity. 

4. Each pastor shall urge upon all members the necessity of studying 
our discipline and reading the church official organs. 

5. No preacher or minister shall be elected to elder’s orders, who dis- 
sents from any of the fundamental doctrine or ordinances of our church 
as set forth in our articles of religion, or who has not strictly complied 
with the discipline. 

ti. When practicable, the ordination of ourministers shall take place 
on Sabbath, during the session of conference.

PRESIDENT’S REPORT. 



To the Seventy- first Session of the cAnnual Conference of the cMeihodist 
Protestant Church at OJpl Pock Church, Camphell County, Ga. 

Dear Brkthrbn In submitting to you a report of my official acts 
session of our Conference, permit me before proceeding 
with the details of this report to acknowledge profoundest gratitude to 
ministry and laity, for the uniform kindness and consideration extend- 
ed your president. 

My travels over the District have been very limited, but have been 
necessarily so, by reason of my own circuit work and limited means of 
travel. 

We have visited the following charges : Atlanta Mission, Bowdon Cir- 

cmt Laurel Branch Circuit. Jackson Circuit. .Tersev Circuit, and De- 
Kalb Circuit. 

The followng appointments and changes in pastoral supply, have 
been made since the adjornment of our last session. Rev G (J Rnn- 
delle was received into the Quarterly Conference of Rowdon circut and 
appointed to the pastorate of the same with Rev. W. J Causev as his as- 
sociate. J

All the above appointments and changes were made in strictest' corii-' " 
pliance with Church Law. >;• 

Early in January I visited the Laurel Branch Circuit and was present 
,n 4 e [ r Quarterly Conference of the year. In connection with'R^v. 

J. M. Langford, their associate pastor 1 endeavored to arrange for their 
regular pastoral supply, hut owing to certain arrangements made 'pm r 
to the sitting of the last, Annual Conference could accomplish nothing, 
ho they have h^en all the year without a legally appointed, lister, The re 
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was a tacit understanding however that Rev. W. B. Costley would give 
them regular preaching. Rev. J. M. Langford their associate pastor was 
thus left in a relationship toward them that was more nominal than 
actual. We very greatly deplore this condition of affairs there, and 
still more such radical departure from plain Methodist Protestant law 
and polity. We sincerely hope no such complications will arise in this 
session, or if such should arise, that they will be at once reported to this 
body in order that it may take prompt and decisive action on the same. 
Let us not knowingly embarrass our next executive by laying upon him 
duties that he cannot discharge, nor longer foster this congregational 
system of stationing ministers that ever proves so disruptive to our con- 
ference. 

Mutual rights as it has ever been taught in our church is as distinct 
from Congregationalism as it is from Episcopacy, and while we do not 
belong to the conference as menial subjects of a higher order of the 
ministry we are not each “a law unto ourselves,” but, each a loyal sub- 
ject to the authority of the entire body of the conference composed, as 
it is, of all its minsters and and equal number of laymen who are charged 
with the duty of faithfully representing the entire laity of the district. 
Thus are we to “ bear one another’s burdens ” and thus may we secure 
that perfect sympathy throughout the entire body of the conference that 
will make us to feel one another’s sufferings and rejoice in one another’s 
triumphs, and render us more effective as a member of that greater body, 
our entire denomination, and make that denomination more powerful 
to accomplish its work as a member of the great church of the Living 
God which is even the body of our Lord Jesus Christ. And may the 
Holy Ghost lead us into the way to the accomplishment of this end. 

Since our last assembling in Annual Conference, one of our fellow- 
laborers in the ministry has passed to his reward. Rev. T. J. Johnson 
was loved by his entire conference and served some of its most important 
charges May the God whom he served give consolation and comfort to 
the bereaved family. 

Now, my brethren, your indulgence is asked while some suggestions 
as to methods of work in our District] are laid before you. That some- 
thing is wanting to help us to a more rapid development and growth as 
a church and a better occupancy of the territory already entered must 
be evident to every one of us. This very evident need has led us to study, 
as best we could, the conditions that now exist, and to offer the sugges- 
tions that follow, not so much as a safe solution of all our difficulties, as 
to call forth that careful consideration on your part that may result in 
wiser and more helpful suggestions, and determine our future course of 
procedure. Some of these suggestions have already gone out to every 
pastor in the district but you will pardon their repetition here 

1. We ought by all means to have permanently established circuits. 
These should be as compact as possible, not over-lapping or dismember- 
ing one another, or leaving helpless and stranded weak churches already 
established. 

2. Every circuit in the district ought to have a parsonage, and the 

parson ought to live in it. . 

3. Our church papers and our discipline ought to be found m every 
one of our homes throughout our district. 

4 Let us adopt a uniform and feasible system of steward’s work and 
steward’s books. The result of our present negligent system prevalent 
in so many circuits, is a great indifference to all appeals made for our 
general interests, distressingly small salaries for our pastors, and con- 
stant failure to collect even these small salaries promissed. and conse- 
quently forced location from the ranks of the minestry. We think this 
evil among us is due not so much to the indifference of our laymen and 
preachers as to the utt'^r lack .of system.
